not. I took the trouble to look into 
the matter and I find that Lemoin 
did make such statements, and I am 
in a position to produce a witness who 
will take the stand and swear to 
that effect.” He then moved that 
consideration of the question be laid 
over till the return of the fire chief. 
Backs Lemoin. 


Hartnett declared “There has been 
a& great deal of discussion about the 
fire department, and I feel sure that 
the members of the council are pret- 
ty well satisfied where the trouble 
lays. I made the motion to put the 
chief on six months probation, and 
every member of the council agreed 
to it. The fire chief is the best 
judge of the men-~he needs, and I 
for one, am satisfied to vote right 
now on the recommendation of the 
head of the department. There is 
no use in booting the question 
around: as it does not get us any- 
where.” 

‘Lane said: “I will vote to lay this 
matter over. It was my understand- 
ing that when the chief was placed 
on probation, past differences were 
to be forgotten, and there was to bé 
harmony. I don’t believe that action 
should be taken on past prejudices 
and spite, and this is spite work. 
Besides it is not approved by the 
city’ manager.”
